The achievements of 
Pasteur and his disciples, in dealing with 
germ diseases, however, have made the 
world to realize that what once seemed 
Impossible may dn fact be easy of ac- 
complishment, even the cure of the 
dreaded scourge of cancer. é i 
Leslie.s Weekly, illustrated. of New 
York, contains a noteworthy article by its 
staff correspondent. Charles Elley Hall, 
in the issue dated October 13th last, in 
which such curability of cancer fs posi- 
tively affirmed. The New York Tribune 
and other prominent American papers 
have since eopied from and commented 
upon the statements made in this article. 
Mr. Hall has been investigating the re- 
sulta of the treatment given to cancer 
patients at the sanitarium, at 43 Boyles- 
ton street, by the chief physicians in 
charge. He finds that some forty reput- 
able members of the medical profession 
have fermally and favorably reported 
upon a hundred cases of cancer treated 
there in their presence. Many of the 
patients had undergone operations and 


other treatments, all of the most serious 


character, and were in the last stages 
of the disease. Yet of the hundred at 
least twenty-seven afte apparently fully 
cured. As a contrast to these results sta- 
tistics state that only three to four pa- 
tients out of 100) survive operations, 
Mr. Hall has talked with a number of 
persons who had been informed by thelr 
physicians that they had only a short 
time to Hve, yet who are now alive and 
well, and are pronounced by eminent 
physicians and surgeons to do perma- 
nently cured of cancer. 

Dr, Alexander began his experiments 
in 1899. He first almed to find the cause 
of cancer and then its cure. His theory 
was that cancer Is a germ disease, and 
in this he was informed by his studies 
and experiments. The problem then was 
to find an effective germicide, and in 
this he seems to have been most success- 
ful. The preparation which he uses is a

ALABAMA LAWMAKERS WORK. 


The General Assembly Passes the 
Succession Bills. 
Montgomery, Ala., November 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Both houses of the general assem. 
bly held short sessions this morning and 
nothing of especial interest was done in 
either, excepting that the senate passed 
house. bills Nos. 1 and 2, which provided 
respectively that the president of the sen- 
ate should succeed in the event of the 
death of the governor-elect: and that the 
governor-elect might take the oath of 
office otherwise than in the presence of 
the general assembly. As soon as these 
bills passed the senate they were enrolled 
and signed by the presiding officers of 
the two houses, after which they were 
sent to the office of the governor to await 
his signature.

The count met the countess 
on the stairway and fired three shots at 
her. She died on her way to the hospital. 
The count was arrested. The family is a 
prominent one. The count’s brother is an 
army coicre] and the count is well known 
in the highest Parisian society. He ts 
forty-three years of age. His wife was 
thirty-one years old. She was furmerly 
Mile. Genevieve Bineau de Viennay. A 
suit for separation was pending between 
the count and countyss. 

Tha shaoting of the countcag created 
consternation in social circles, where 
both the count and his wife were promi- 
nently known. The countess was a wo- 
man of unusual beauty and she was 
often seen at the theaters, race courses 
and other resorts frequented by the elite 
of Paris. She was a daughter of Count 
de Viennay, whose family is highly re- 
spectedi. She was married to Count 
Charles de Cornulier fourteen years ago 
and three children are the result of the 
Union. the eldest of whom ig thirteen 
vears of age. 

The marriage proved an unhappy one 
and, acting upon the advice of her father, 
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the countess separated from her husband 
four vears ago and had since lived in a 
private home at Autuell. Recently a de- 
cree was rendered aiving her possession 
of the children. The count then began 
his gesplonage and discovered that the 
countess frequently visited M. LeRoux, 
one of her former admirers. Count de 
Cornuller claimed that a llalson was 
maintined by the couple, but the best in- 
formation ia that M. LeRoux acted as the 
legal adviser of the countess. It js 
stated that her father chose him to man- 
age her affairs, 

Yesterday the count watched M. Le- 
Roux's home, but the countess did not 
bay a visit to her adviser. Today, find- 
ing her landau before M. LeRoux's door, 
the count secreted himself on the stair 
way and when the countess descended, 
without a word, fired three times, each 
shot taking effect.

“Whatever Was Done with That 
Brute,” Says Mother, Was 
Right—Mrs. Frost’s Thought 

Was To Save Others 
from Pain, 


Degver, Col., November 17.—‘Well, no 


other parents will suffer from that brute's 
crime.“ 


These were the words of Mrs. Frost 
aa When asked for an expression on 
the punishment of the negro who con- 


ler ed that he was the murderer cf her 


child. “Or course, I was not consulted as 


to the punishment to be meted out, and 
I did not know what fate awaited him.” 


She continued: 

“I.did not care, just so he was removed 
from the face of the earth. Nothing can 
atone for the death of my baby and I 


did not have the feeling of revenge which 


o many people said ought to possess 


suffered. Whatever was done 
What. Certainly he did not cuffer what 
l.ouise did, and she was innocent while 
he was guilty. Perhaps, I would have 
some pity were 1 not her mother. No 
one but a parent of an oytraged and mur- 
Gered child can know just how I feel. 

The murdered child's father, Robert W. 
Frost, returned to Denver today from 
the scene of the lynching. 

“A great load has been lifted off us,“ 
ald he, and as for me, I don't cure who 
condemns me for siurting the blase. No 
other father will have tu do what I did 
ou account of that nigger, and, as I said 
befcre, if the brute had been lynched for 
his tirst offense in Kansas my baby would 
bo alive today and our ard would not 
be broken.” 

it is unlikely that an tnquest will be 
heid cver the remains of Preston Forter, 
Jr., the self-contessed murderer uf Louise 
rest, who was buried at the stake by 
u mob at Lake station last «aight. 
fact, the coroner can find no remains upon 
wiich to hold an ingucat. 

A few men remained late last night at 
the spot out on the prairie where the 
murder was committed and aveaged, and 
renewed the fire again and again, until 
every vestige of the negro was congumed. 
The iron rall to which Porter was bound 
will be left standing. l 

About seven hundred people witnessed 
the lynching. No women were there, but 
many of them went to the scene before 
the fire was lighted and remained while 


the negro was led from carriage to car-. 


riage for inspection. Their “ote was a 
unit for burning. 

No measures have been considered with. 
a view of prosecuting any members of 
the mob that. burned Porter, and it Is 
unlikely that any will be taken. ' Gov- 
ernor Thomas refuses to express an opin- 
fon in regard to the affair. District At- 
torney McAllister, of the judicial district 
in which Lincoln county is a part, said 
that prosecution of the leaders would be 
utterly futile, owing to public sentiment. 
He condemned the removal of Porter to 
Lincoln. 

Clerygmen of this city unanimously dep- 
recate the method pursued in the lynch- 
ing, but some of them say the negro 
should have been hanged or shot. 

A movement to reinstate capital pun- 
ishment in the statutes of Colorado has 
received an impetus from the murder of 
Louise Frost and the lynching. A Dill 
with this object in view is now being 
drawn, and its advocates, it is said, will 
make an aggressive fight for its enact- 
ment at the coming session of the legia- 
lature. Criminal assault will probably 
be made a capital crime. 

Preston Porter and Arthur Porter, 
father and brother respectively of the 
murderer, were released from the jail to- 
day.

A list of 
the corporations now interested in the 
negotiations and including the largest of 
them is as follows:

C.; Banning Lumber 
Company, of Edenton, N. C.; Camp Lum- 
ber Company, of Franklin, Va.; Cape 
Fear Lumber Company, of Wilmington,

Suffolk, Va.; Greenleaf Johnson Com- 
pany, of Norfolk, Va.; E. E. Jackson & 
Co., of Washig Aion, D. C.; Roanoke Rail- 
road and Lumber Company, of Norfolk, 
Va.; Roper Lumber Company, of Norfolk, 
Va.; Suffolk Sawmill Company, of Suf- 
folk, Va.; Surrey Lumber Company, of 
Baltimore; Tunis Lumber Company, of 
Baltimore; W. W. Tunis.

WRECKED BY AN EARTHQUAKE.

Three Hundred Buildings Were De- 


stroyed at Caracas, Venesuela. 

Washington, Novmeber 17.—Senor Puli- 
do, Venezuelan charge d'affaires, has re- 
ceived detalls of the recent disastrous 
earthquake which visited Caracas. Some 
three hundred buildings collapsed, the 
tower of the university and several 
church spires fell and the government 
buildings were more or less damaged. A 
large part of the population is now living 
in tents. The American legation wag in- 
jured beyond repair and the American 
charge d'affaires, Mr. Russell, is tempora- 
rily established in a summer house. Pres- 
ident Castro was in the yellow house, car- 
responding with our white house, at the 
time of the disturbance, and jumped from 
a front window. injuring an ankle and 
sustaining a shock 

The towns around Caracas also suffer- 
ed severely, some of them being almost 
destroyed. The cause of the earthquake 
is attributed in Venesuela to volcanic ac- 
tlon on the Island of St. Vincent, in the 
West Indles. The seismic disturbances 
continued for several days after the main 
shock, and caused great terror among the 
people. :

DISPUTE OVER SOME CATTLE 


J. J. Jones Had Got Out a Wat of 
Trover, 


PARTIES MET NEAR THE OEPOT. 


After a Few Words They Began Fir- 
ing on Each Other—Colcnel Mat- 
tox Was Killed and Mr. 
Jones Received Two 
Slight Wounds. 


Elberton, Ga, November 17.—(Special) 
Elbert county was shocked this afternoon 
by the news of 
W. II. Mattox, which occurred at Heard- 
mont, twelve miles below Elberton, about 
4 o'clock this afternoon. He was killed 
by his son in law, J. B. Jones, Jr., who 
holds the position of justice of the peace 
at Heardmont. . 

Full details and the cause of the fearful 
tragedy are not known, but It is general- 
ly understood there had been some pre- 
vious trouble between them. Colonel 
Mattox had just come in on the Seaboard 
and met Jones near the depot. Jones had 
been to Elberton to get out a writ of 
trover for some cattle he claimed Colonel 
Mattox had driven home from his prem- 
ses. They met near the depot and soon 
afterwards several pistol shots were 
heard and a duel to the death was fought 
out by the two men, both being armed. 
After the first shots, Colonel Mattox was 
seen to fall, and he died in a few min- 
utes, shot.twice in the breast. ‘ 

Mr. Jones received a wound in the fore- 
head and was hit in two places, but he 
is not badly hurt. Henry T. Jones, a 
brother of J. B. Jones, was present, and 
states that they were taking out thelr 
horse from the buggy when Colonel Mat- 
tax camo up and demanded possession of 
the horse. This, he says, led to the 
shooting. and that Colonel Mattox fired 
the firat shot. Mr. Jones started at once 
for Elberton to surrender to the sheriff. 

Tho familics of both pafities are very 
prominent. Colonel Matto represented 
the thirteenth senatorial district in the 
state scnate several years ago and was a 
member of the constitutional convention 
in 1877. He was a brave officer in the 
confederate army, wherein he attained 
the rank of colonel. He was universally 
loved and respected. J. B. Jones, the 
other party to the tragedy, is a son in 
law of Colonel Mattox's and is a son of 
Hon. J. B. Jones, Sr., who was a former 
representative of Elbert county. 

Full particulars of the affair have not. 
been learned. The coroner has gone to 
Heardmont to hold an inquest over the 
deceased. 3 

Colonel Mattox's remains will de 
brought to his home here and buried to- 
morrow. Both men have large fami- 
lies.

TOBACCO COUPON TEST CASE. 


It Was Argued Yesterday in Rich- 
mond, Va. 

Richmond, Va., November 17.—(Special.) 
When the United States circuit court of 
appeals hands down its dec'sion in the to- 
bacco coupon test case, argued here to- 
day, its judgment will reflect the opinion 
of the United States supreme court. The 
case is that of Emanuel Felsenheld vs. 
the United States, and involves the con- 
stitutionality of the act of congress pro- 
hibiting manufacturers or dealers in to- 
bacco, cigarettes or cigars from sending 
out coupons calling for some prize in 
packages containing the manufactured 
goods. By agreement of counsel, and 
with the sanction of the presiding judges, 
the questions of law involved in the case 
will de submitted to the eupreme court. 
which will instruct the circuit court of 
appeals in the interpretaticn of these 
questions of law. ‘This acticn was follow- 
ed by the discovery, in the course of ar- 
gument of the case, that the opinion of 
the West Virginia circuit court did not 
determine the constitutionality of the 
statues bearing on the case. And that 
is the very object sought to be accom- 
plished oy these proceedings.

A 
list of questions was submitted to the 
jury, all of which were answered except 
two, in which the entry of we don't 
know,“ was made. On account of this 
omissf6n the complainants claimed that 
the verdict is illegal and invalid. They 
moved that the court declare a mistrial, 
but the court overruled the motion, de- 
creeing as above. The case will probably 
be carried to the supreme court. The 
suit is one of the most important tried in 
Columbus in a number of years, as about 
$100,000 is involved, in one way and an- 
other. MW. A. Wimbish and C. R. Wil- 
liams represented the Columbus Power 
Company and J. H. Martin and 8. B. 
Hatcher the City Mills Company. 

Peculiar interest has been attached to 
the suit in that it is one of a series of 
litigations in which are involved vari- 
ous river powers in and above Columbus. 
The city mills’ dam across the Chattahoo- 
chee river is in the northern part of the 
city, and the dam and pwoperty of the 
Columbus Power Company is some three- 
quarters of a mile above it. 

Briefly stated, the contention of the 
complainants is that the City Mills Com- 


gate additional head obtained by this be- 
ing four feet; that at its present height 
the dam causes water to back over the 
property of the Columbus Power Com- 
pany and deprives them of four feet of 


fall. They claim that the dam, as it 
originally stood, gave the.

Mr. B. M. Hall, 
the well-known civil engineer of Atlanta. 
was among the expert witnesses intro- 
duced, and his testimony proved = quite 
valuable. Mr. Hall was introduced by the 
defendant. He was subjected to quite a 
close examination by the lawvers on the 
other side and the little battle that oc- 
curred was quite Interesting. Mr. Hall 
held his own quite well, however, with 
the talented lawyers who were cross-ex- 
amining him. 

The water power of the Chattahoochee 

river at and near Columbus has always 
been a fruitful source of controversy. It 
seems that old Dr. S. M. Ingersoll, the 
first person to build a mill of any kind 
on the Chattahoochee at any point, had 
trouble with the city of Columbus.

The Chattahoochee 
Falls Company, which owns a water 
power just above them, some time ago 
did unto them as they have been seeking 
to do unto the City Mills Company— 
asked that an injunction be granted re- 
straining the Columbus Power Company 
from building their dam to the height

This ltigation is not interfering with 


the active development of th river's 
power here. The splendid plant of the

Cumberland Nursery Now Pians, It 
Is Sai', To Further Violate the 
Law by Shipping Trees With- 
out Tags Into Florida 
tog Georgia. 


The fact was brought to the attention 
of State Entomologist Scott yesterday 
that the Cumberland Nursery at Nash- 
ville, Tenn., has made arrangements to 
make a large shipment of fruit trees to 
Quincy, Fla., for transportation over the 
Georgia line. Dr. Scott stated yesterday 
that it was evidently the intention of the 
Tennessee nursery to continue the willful 
violation of the Georgia law by shipping 
fruit trees unaccompanied by the official 
certificate and tag. He proposes to con- 
fiscate and burn the trees that are 
brought into the state via Quincy, Fa., 
if they can be located. 

The Tennessee company has signified 
an intention of making it hot for the 
state entomologist of Georgia, charging 
him with destroying trees shipped by 
them that were not infested with San 
Jose scale. In reply Dr. Scott makes the 
statement that he has in his office twigs 
taken from the trees in question, and 
that he can prove they were infested with 
San Jose scale. 

Regardless of whether or not the trees 
that have been confiscated were infested 
they were liable under the Georgia law 
to confiscation, because they did not have 
the tag and official certificate. Had the 
trees been absolutely free from scale and 
all other infection the law was only car- 
ried out in their destruction. In reply to 
the threats of the Cumberland nursery 
Dr. Scott gave out the following signed 
statement yesterday:

17th.—Referring to the letter of Mr. A. W. 
Newson for the Cumberland and Grand View 
nurseries, Nashville, Tenn., printed in The 
Constitution this morning, Mr. Newson denic# 
positively that his nursertes are infested with 
San Jose scale, and he proposes to prove it 
by securing a practical entomologist from 
New York city to inspect his nursery. I do 
not presume to know what condition his nur- 
sery is in, and am not particularly concerned 
as to whether or not he has scale; but 1 do 
know that the trées which he has recently 
shipped into Georgia were fnfested with the 
San Jose scale, and I have in this office epec- 
imen branches cut from these trees in the 
presence of witnesses showing infestation of 
the Ban Jose scale. 

Mr. Newson may have a dosen entomologists 


to examine his nurseries and pronounce them 
free from scale, but that would have nothing 
to do with the cases of ecale that he has al- 
ready sent into the state. Furthermore, 
whether the trees were imported with scale 
or not, they were shipped into the state in 
contravention of the Georgia law and upon 
authority of that law were subject to confis- 
cation, not having been labeled with the re- 
quired Georgia’ tags. 

I nave consulted the attorney general upon

ALLEN DAVIS WAS ACQUITTED. 


Trial Before Justice Landrum Showed 
He Was Not the 
Murderer. ; 

Allen Davis, the negro who was in the 
tower awaiting trial for the murder of 
another negro near the corner of Ala- 
bama and Loyd streets on the night of 
November 3, was given a preliminary 
hearing before Justice Landrum at 10 
o'clock yesterday morning, it having de- 
veloped since his incarceration that there 
was positive evidence to show: that he 
was in no way connected with the crime, 
but that it was a brother of his who had 
done the stabbing that resulted in the 
negro's death. Allen Davis had protested 
his innocence ali along, and demanded a 


preliminary hearing, declaring that he 


would have no difficulty in proving an 
alibi. 

At the hearing before Justice Landrum 
yesterday, a number of witnesses were 


introduced, whose testimony clearly es- 


tablished the innocence of the negro in 
the tower, who established a clear alibi. 
Some of the detectives and officers who 
worked on the case testified in his favor, 
and being satisfied that the wrong man 
was being held, Justice Landrum dis- 
charged him. The brother. Abel Davis, 
who is undoubtedly the guilty man, has 
made well his escape. When the negro 
stabbed by him was dying at the hospital, 
he sald that “Birmingham” had cut him. 
Both the Davis brothers went by the 
sobriquet of Birmingham.“ and as the 
coroner's jury specified Allen, he was ar- 
rested. Abel left the city, it is supposed, 
immediately.

Congress To Be One of the Most Im- 
portant Ever Held in the South. 


TO MEET AT BRUNSWICK, JANUARY SOTH- 


Governor Candler Believes Plan Will 


Aid in Building Up Georgia’s 
Maritime Interests. 


Georgia is to have a national maritime 
congress in January of next year that 
will attract to Brunswick, where the con- 
gress is to a ble, representatives of 
practically all t big shipping concerns 
of the United States. 

A call for the national congress was is- 
sued by Governor Allen D. Candler yes- 
terday morning at the request of a large 
number of southern railroad and steam- 
ship companies. The object will be the 
promotion of the maritime interests of 
the country, and particularly of the south. 
The governor is impressed with the im- 
portance of the proposed co „ and de- 
lieves that it will be the means of direct- 
ing greater attention and interest to Geor- 
gia shipping. 

The order issued by the governor yes- 
terday is as follows: 

State of Georgia, Executive Office, Atianta.— 
Impressed with the importance of creating en 


interest in the maritime business of the United 
States and a sentiment that may tend to re- 


store its former prestige as a great carrying 


power, I have deemed it proper to istue a 
call for a national maritime congress to - 
semble at Brunswick, Ga., on the Soth day 
of January, 1001. 

In the interest thereof, patriotism 
abd the commercial welfare of the citizens of 
the United States, I trust the object of this 
call win receive that consideration from those 
who feel an interest In the promotion of the 
maritime greatness of our country, to which 
its importance entitles it.

would jfatify a judge for making such a 
decision. The boys riding at the Atlanta 
tracks are not the most expert jockeys 
in the world. The purses are not as large 
as on the metropolitan tracks, consequent: 
ly giving a number of persons a greater 
desire to cheat than they would were 
larger purses given. Taking this fact 
into consideration, I think that they have 
had remarkably clean racing at Atlanta, 
as the percentage table will show. 

In regard to crowding at the turns and 
the throwing of the horses off their stride 
I think recent criticisms were uncalled 
for. If one will take the racing form and 
look through it thoroughly he will find 
quite a number of disqualifications at 
Harlem and other mile tracks this sum- 
mer. The turns at Atlanta are all safe, 
and there has not been, to my personal 
knowledge, over three or four horses 


crowded out of all races since the meet- 


ing began. Horses are not machines. 
They are something on the order of hu- 
man beings. They run good races when 
they are in condition, and bad races when 
they are out of condition, but a horse’ wil! 
always do his best under any and all cir- 
cumstances, even though he may be in 
no condition to race, 


I saw a three-horse race at St. Louls 


on a mile track. The fleld was composed 
of the following: Miss Mayday, Bummer 
and Maggie Davis. At the start Bummer 
interfered with Maggie Davis, causing her 
to lose a half lengen or so at the three- 
quarter mile pole. Bummer again inter- 
fered with Miss Mayday, causing her to 
stumbie and then fall. Bummer then 
went on and won the race. Maggie Da- 
vis finished second. Bummer was dis- 
qualified and the race given to Maggie 
Davis, as he had interfered with both 
horses in the race. I merely cite this to 
show that there is crowding on all tracks. 
Horses are inclined to swerve, and I have 
seen horses swerve under the best of 
riders, such as Tod Sloan and other riders 
of equal reputation.

SENTENCING THE EVIL DOERS. 


Judge Harris Has Busy Time in 
Troup Superior Courf. 

LaGrange, Ga., November 17.—(Special.) 
Troup superior court, which has been in 
session for the past two weeks, came to 
a close sthis afternoon. This week has 
been taken up with the criminal docket 
and in nearly every instance it was a ne- 
gro and à pistol creating the devilment. 
Six were gentenced yesterday afternoon. 
Nebo Geter, a young negro about twen- 
ty-two or three years old, was sentenced 
to twelve months in the chaingang for 
shooting at another. In passing this sen- 
tence Judge Harris called the negro’s 
attention to the fact that the white peo- 
ple are taxing themselves to ¢ducate 
them, and then are taxed to run the 
courts, the most expcustve and a large 
part of which fs taken up with the trial 
of negroes who violate the law so un- 
necessarily. - 

Edmond Scott, who was convicted of 
murder, was sentenced to be hanged Fri- 
day, the lith day of January, 191. A mo- 
tion for a new trial is being made by 
Edmona’s attorneys ane it is very doubt- 
ful about his sentence ebing executed on 
that day. : : 

ine Bailey and Joe McKendfick, who 
killed. Neil Smith, were tried for murder, 
but the jury trying them recommended 
them to mercy, so both received life sen- 
tences in the penitentiary. These two ne- 
groes were the oldest ones on trial. 

Bob MeCullough, who was convicted of 
horse stealing, was sentenced to two 
years in the penitentiary. 

Alonso Henderson, who entered a plea 
of shooting at another, was sentenced to 
twelve monthe in the cheingang. 

The only white person in the crowd was 
a young man, Bob Murphy, who last sum- 
mer went to church intoxicated and dis- 
turbed the congregations. Bob pleaded 
guilty, saying that it was election day 
and that he had been to the voting pre- 
cinct, where there was plenty of whisky, 
and that he imbibed a little too freely; 
that, too, it was the only time he had 
ever been up before court. Judge Harris, 
in passing the sentence, said it was a 
painful duty and begged him to take the 
advice of an old man and tet whisky 
alone. He was fined . which wae paid, 
and it is thoroughly believed that Mr. 
Murphy has been taught a lesson that } 
will never be forgotten by hia.

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An Interview and Some Suggestions. 
In an interview, on his return to 
the city after a visit east in the inter- 
est of the Atlanta enterprises which 
he is directing, Mr. H. M. Atkinson, 
president of the Georgia Electric Light 
Company. says: . 

‘Without wishing to detract from any 
other city or investment, I confidently be- 
lieve that when this work is figished, 
which will be very soon, We will have as 
perfect an electric plant as there is in the 
United States. and one that is far ahead 
of many of the large cities of the east. 

There has been a studied, persistent 
effort. diligently pursued, in certain quar- 
tera, in utter disregard of the facts, to 
injure and break down this electric light 
property, and there was some hesitation 
on the part of the owners to put up this 
additional large sum in the face of such 
attacks as were being made upon the 
property. The capital behind this plant 
comes largely from the east, and there 
are so many inviting fields that, usually, 
capital seeks a place where it is free 
from such assaults. 

I took the matter up with the owners, | 
however, and explained to them that 
these attacks, while ost«nsibly from dis- 
interested quartera, were really in the in- 
terest of, and directed by, a prospective 
competitor. I explained to them the 


urging the granting of Mese franchises 
that when we criticised the delay of

We hope that 
both systems will grow and prosper, 
and we will advocate the granting of 
every reasonable privilege that will 
enable either company to render better 
service to the public.

Human Instinct the Same Every- 
where. 

The terrible death meted out for an 
unmentionable crime to a colored 
offender in Colorado proves that 
the race instinct is as strong 
in one section as in another. Fol- 
lowing so closely upon the rec- 
ord made by the citizens of Akron, 
Ohio, in which riot and incendiarism 
expressed the popular disappointment 
at failure to get hands upon the crim- 
inal, it shows that lynchings in the 
north are only few in proportion to 
the presence of colored offenders to 
challenge that form of punishment. 

The Constitution is on record as be- 
ing opposed to this form of punish- 
ment, because of the general demorali- 
zation which follows in its train. The 
race instinct claims its revenge, and 
the taking of it leads to disregard 
for law generally. We condemned the 
Sam Hose lynching, with its attend- 
ant details as but widening the scope 
of \lawlessness already provoked. and 
we can do no less with the gruesome 
case reported from Colorado. 

At the same time we cannot avoid 
a reference to these critics: of the 
south, who magnify every occurrence 
in this section without-thought of the 
surroundings. These people, compara- 
tively exempt from the provocation to 
reprisals such as the one under con- 
sideration, have dealt out great injus- 
tice to the people of the south, upon 
whom was cast a responsibility never 
before placed upon the shoulders of 
the white race. They forgot that these 
people were of the same lineage and 
religious training, equally alive to 
every demand of enlightened Chris- 
tian duty, and that. as a consequence, 
they did the very beat they could with 
a dificult situation. They give em- 
ployment to and educate this inferior 
rate, while Pana and Virden tell the 
other side of the story. 

The demonstrations in Washington 
and Akron, Ohio; the race riots in 
New York city; recent troubles in New 
Jersey, and other incidents which 
might be recalled, indicate that the 
strong race will not submit to the 
tainting of its blood by the inferior. 
Even a worse case is that of the labor 
riots in Illinois, where the republican 
governor abandoned black seekers for 
honest work to death, because they 
came into competition with white 
labor. In the long history of what 
they denominate outrages upon the 
negroes in the south, these distant 
critics can only point out ome cause 
which ifivites them—assault upon wo- 
mannood. Never has a negro been de- 
nied the right to earn an honest liv- 
ing, and to pursue an honorable career 
in the south. 

There is one crime which he knows 
he must not commit, and in commit- 
ting it. notwithstanding the exercise 
of the greatest official vigilance, he 
knows the penalty is death, by legal 
process if conservatism prevails, by 
mob violence if desperation seizes a 
community, as it does sometimes in 
Colorado and Illinois, or even in the 
east. just as it does in the south.

The independent native party carried 
the house of representatives by a large 
majority. In the senate there wil be 
seven republicans, eight independents and 
one democrat. With the independents 
in control, a lively session is expected, as 
they are against the ruling regime. 

It is likely as a result of the election 
that congress will be asked to establish 
some limitations upoh the voting privi- 
lege. Many of the whites want a prop- 
erty qualification for voters. It is argued 
that in voting upon a simple color line 
many of the natives have shown them- 
selves unfit for universal suffrage. 

The North Carolina restriction is 
hence called for from an unexpected 
source, and must soon become à rec- 
ognized feature of republican policy 
in dealing with the new peoples with 
whom we have been ‘thrown into con- 
tact. 

Out of the long struggle there will 
evolve that truth which it has been 
impossible to suppress: That inferior- 
ity must bend to superiority. This is 
the emphatic law of civilization. 


A Shattered Idol. 

What happened to a lot of people 
in last week's election and the cam- 
paign which preceded it has been told; 
what happened to one may in partic- 
ular is worth an additional word. 

If ever an ideal has been rudely 

ttered it hag been in the case of 

heodore Roosevelt. now governor of 

New York and vice president-elect of 
the United States. 

There was a day when even those 
who differed from Roosevelt in politi- 
cal beliefs were inclined to accord him 
a high place in their estimation. He 
was pointed to as a young man of 
sincerity who was dolug something. 
He attained some success as a civil 
service reformer, made a strong bid 
for the support of the independent vot- 
ers through his fight on the republican 
machine, and built up a reputation for 
political as well as personal honesty 
that augured a future of usefulness to 
his country. 

The reputation for personal honesty 
has probably not been sacrificed dur- 
ing the campaign just ended, but what- 
ever political honesty there was to 
accompany it has gone glimmering. 
Instead of the model of politica] purity 
and integrity his enthusiastic admir- 
ers pictured him, he comes out of this 
campaign branded as a political charia- 
tan of the cheapest variety. Those p@o- 
ple who would not acknowledge that 
he had stepped from his _ pedestal 
when he servilely ed Ahe guber- 


natorial nomination from Boss Platt 


two years ago. have since had their 
eyes opened and now are quickest to 
acknowledge that the cheap charlatan- 
ism manifested in that New York state 
campaign was the true index to the 
Roosevelt character. | 

The wild cowboy campaign through 
the west was enough to disgust every- 
body with the man who had the temer- 
ity to imagine himself a presidential 
possibility, but an even better indica- 
tion of the true Roosevelt is presented 
by his action in the much-mooted mat- 
ter of the ice trust. The New York 
Staats Zeitung, which at the outset of 
Roosevelt's career was one of his 
greatest admirers, sums the ice trust 
business up in a few sentences when 
it says: 

If a man like Theodore Roosevelt de- 
comes a partner in such a plot against 
the right and welfare of the people, if 
he consents te obey the orders of an 
Odell to keep secret the mayor's an- 
ewer until after the election, and if, on 
Platt’s behest, he allows the matter to 
lapee, the whole thing ies unspeakably 
dirty. We are not surprised at it, for we 
sized the fellow up iong ago and predicted 


‘thé amount of attention he gets. 
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The work of the Oratorical Associa:

That recalls the fact that this 
point was touched upon by Chancellor 
Hill in his criticism on the oratorical 


lanta, Chancellor Hill seems to think 


artificial elocution. That a man can 


take pen in hand, consume a month in- 


preparation and six months in elocu- 
tionary study, and cal) thé result an 
oration, does not come within the chan- 
cellor’s definition. The man who 
thinks upon his feet. whose work 1s 
spontaneous, fills altogether a differ- 
ent field from the one who merely 
memorizes a written composition. 

In the discussion of improved de- 
livery, which can be gained in a school 
of elocution, Professor Howard M. 
Ticknor, of Boston. was quite severe 
upon the higher institutions of his 
state. He explained that the manner 
in which . text is given out by a 
clergyman has a great deal to do ae 
the subject is a solid one it most al- 
ways follows that the sermon wil] be 
like it, and if the text be pasty the 
discourse is one of the same kind. If 
a minister has a good delivery and not 
the best of a subject, he will be lis- 
tened to with earnest attention 
throughout, and the members of the 
congregation will not know until some 
time afterwards that there really was 
not much given to them. The speaker 
said that there are plenty of men in 
the English departments of our uni- 
versities who cannot read a chapter 
of Macaulay, or some other well- 


all sorts lose their grip on speech. 

Professor Ticknor went on to say: 

I do not see how a clergyman dares, 
realising that he is not making the best 
of it. to rise and read a message. The 
majority of ministers read the Bible from 
beginning to end without a change in ex- 
preasion or inflection. We do not consider 
that the Bible represents eo many differs 
ent kinda of composition. There are nar- 
ratives and they should be read as such. 
In a great many instances the Psalms 
are not read as if they were dongs, Even 
if there iu a $5,000 choir in the churdh, we 
should not have it aing the Palms any 
better than they can be read from the 
pulpit. In the Epistles there are several 
chapters as cowl as a lawyer's brief. They 
were written with the idea of reaching 
the people and should be given out in an 
argumentative manner. The ministers 
know the Bible, but they do not stop to 
think that there are many in the congre- 
gation who do nof. They have favorite 
paragraphs and passages and they inva- 
riably read them off with the least 
amount of meaning. The same kind of 
brain power in preparing a sermon should 
be used in its delivery or it becomes in- 
effectual. Just as much exertion must 
be called forth in the presentation as in 
the writing of it. The study of good 
speech does not mean a lot of hard work. 
Neither does the study mean that every- 
borly about the house must be annoyed 
with constant bellowing. Vocal strength 
and power can be obtained by very slight 
exertion of the muscles. 

It would be well for the Georgia as- 
sociation if it would. at least partially, 
adopt Chancellor Hill’s suggestion, 
and let the orator have a chance as 
well as the elocutionist.

Noble Wymderley Jones, M.D., and his 
life was an inspiring hymn for which 
love of country furnished the never-end- 
ing refrain.

The 
latter was a trusted friend and com- 
panion of General Oglehtrope; and, from 
the settlement of the colony, he officiated 
in many responsible capacities, among 
which those of royal councillor and pro- 
vincial treasurer were included. A valued

1783 he was again similarly favored; and 
toward the close of that year he con- 
cluded to locate in Charleston, where- 
with, for five years, he continued, as a 
practitioner, to be notably identified. 
At the end of that time his yearning 
for Savannah-the city he had nearly 
always known—returned, and he, there- 
upon, promptly transferred his residence 
to that quarter. Here he ever after re- 
sided, his professional engagements fully 
engrossing his enlightened energies. His 
last political ministration found expres- 
sion in his presidential duties in connec- 
tion with the constitutional convention 
which, at Louisville, Jefferson county, in 
May, 17%, amended the constitution of 
the commonwealth.

He rides in a closed carriage at- 
tended by 10,000 soldiers, and all along 
the line of march we people shout, as he 
passes: There is no God but Allah and 
mohammedan is his prophet.” On ail 
other days in the year he worships in 
private. The khedive of Egypt and all 
his family are also of the Mohammedan 
faith. At the alabaster mosque of 
Mahomet Ali in Cairo, once a year, the 
khedive and all the male members of his 
household attend public worship. No 
outsider is permitted to-attend. The shah 
of Persia is a Mohammedan who observes 


his religious uuties only in a most per- 


functory and worldly way. The sultan of 
Morocco, à young man only ejghteen 
years old, is of the Mohammedan ’° faith, 
the religion of hig predecessors. 

Menelik II, king of Abyssinia, goes to 
his native church every day in the year. 
On Sundays he attends Holy Trinity 
church; for Christianity was introduced 
into his country in the fourth century. 

The king: of Siam is a Buddhist, and 
was for some time a priest, as is the cus- 
tom with all the rulers of that country. 
During his priesthood he shaved his head 
and temporarily gave up the crown to 
wear a yellow cotton scarf about his 
waist and spenf his days in fasting and 
prayer. 

The emperor and empress of Japan are 
deciples of Shintoism, the faith of their 
They are 
both attentive to their religious dutic& 
though their outward life, perhaps un- 
consciously, carries out many of the 
teachings of Christianity. 


Among monarchs, the emperor of China 
is the greatest martyr to religious cere- 
monials. As the chief high prtest, he has 
to offer a sacrifice to a different god al- 
most every week in the year. To each 
sacrifice is dedicated one or more holl- 
days, and the emperor is supposed to pass 
every one of these days in solitude. An- 
other heathen religious rule which the 
emperor is bound to observe is that of

more than 160 days a year in religious 
duties,

When he is not in his pew on Sunday the 
pastor knows that something extraordi- 
nary has pecurred to keep the most dis- 
tinguished member of his fidck at home. 

McKinley being an invalid, ts not 
able to be a regular attendant at church, 
so the president has to go alone, or, at 
best, accompanied by a cabinet minister.

He particularly 
enjoys the hour of service, because for 
this hour he is the private citizen, the 
simple worshiper. 

The presidents of the South and Central 
American republics are nearly all Cath- 
olica, but only a few of them attend di- 
vine service. Among the few is President 
Dias, of Mexico, a devout religionist and 
most scrupulous in matters of doing good.

is a glittering success. As a convenience 
and pleasure to the public, for whom it 
was provided, there is much to be desired. 

Of all the intricate, elaborate, confus- 
ing and exasperating performances one 
may have the misfortune to attempt, none 
could be more harassing than the cir- 
cuitous process by which a book is finaily 
extracted from the shelves of this be- 
neficent institution and placed in the. 
hands of the reader. Like sweetness, it 
- $s long drawn out, but the experience 
is anything but sweet. Let only a cour- 
ageous and a patient soul attempt it. 
Courageous, because it takes a distinct 
degree of nerve on the part of a guest— 
for one feels himself such—to venture 
into the extremely inhospitable atmos- 
phere which permeates like a fog every 
department of the building. Patient, be- 
cause in getting the coveted volume, 
time, and plenty of it, is required. 

After wandering through the corridors 
and up the beautiful stairway the would- 
be reader catches sight of people read- 
ing in a great hall—into which he ventures 
to intrude. But no, a large placard stops 
the entrance with a warning that “Only 
readers are allowed” within. You has- 
tily withdraw and seek another quarter, 
where there seems to be nothing but 
pictures and people looking at them. Try- 
ing the only remaining direction, you 
stumble upon a room whose threshold 
proves to be barred with the notice: 

“This Room Exclusively for Juveniles." 

You “would you were a child again,” 
since that seems the only hope of ad- 
mittance. In desperation you tell your 
- tale of woe to a nearby policeman, who 
Girects you to Bates hall, the large cen- 
tral.reading room whose inhospitable no- 
tice had caused your previous hasty and 
embarrassed retreat. 3 

You summon courage and boldly run 
the blockade. At the center desk you 
venture to trouble the young man there 
with your request for a specified book. 
The young man evidently regards this 
as a distinct intrusion, but directs you 
to the indices “beyond the screen, at the 
end of the hall.“ as he mechanically 
mumbles while resuming his occupation. 

Arrived at the indicated destination, you 
timidly approach a severe looking young 
Woman at a desk and in your most pro- 
_ pitiatory manner ask for the book. She 
looks at you as if you really ought to 
know better and tells you to “look up 
your own book.” 

Then you discover the great cases of 
~ Mttle drawers in which the books of the 
library are catalogued by the card sys- 
tem. Any previous information you may 
possess about the “card system” will 
save you a further humiliating confession 
of ignorance. Lack of experience may be 
supplemented in a degree by a large gift 
of intuition. The hopeless possessor of 
neither is advised to give a reckless 
guess and maybe luck will favor him. 

After finding the particular little drawer 
Tout of thousands there—which contains 
the name of your book's author, you run 
through scores of rds, some of them 
very solled and dog-eared, until you find 
the one desired. On it you will see a 
row of six or seven figures with perhaps 
dome little letters mixed in, too. 

These give you an opportunity to per- 
form a feat of memory. But if you have 
@ pencil you are lucky; then you can 
write down this index number. In case

Then after the application is at last 
properly completed one has to sit in a 
specified spot and idly wait for the book. 

When the messenger finally returns he 
will either bring it to you or flit past your 
seat with some inaudible remark and de- 
posit in his flight the same little siip you 
had so painfully prepared. It will now be 
embellished by some little red letters. 
Sometimes these spell O-U-T and some- 
times they don't spell anything. But if 
you venture to ask the clerk to interpret 
the messenger’s message you will find 
that he probably sald Not on the shelf.“ 
So you will have to start all over again 
if you still want to read and have un- 
limited time and patience. 

However, you will more likely be so 
discouraged and tired, and yexed besides, 
that if you want a book you will find it 
more satisfactory to go to the bookstore 
and buy It. 

After presenting an application one is 
obliged to walt fifteen or twenty minutes. 
This is entirely too long. A public library 
is for the benefit of those whose time and 
money is limited, and any impediment to 
this end is not only unwise, but un- 
ethical. A great public library should be 
hospitable and cheerful and generous. 
And it is in these respects that the Bos- 
ton Institution falls short. Its manage- 
ment does not consider he importance of 
convenience and comfort to the public. 
For instance, in the matter of writing 
facilities, only the most meager provision 
la made. Booka of reference are wconsult- 
ed usually for the purpose of taking 
notes or making extracts, which necessi- . 
Provision for this is indis- 
pensable. Yet ig Bates hell a reading 
room, seating hundreds of people, there 
are places but for four persons to write. 
Two small and very dirty biotting pads 
adorn the two middle tables. Neediess to 
say thes@ are constantly in use. No pena 
or paper supplied. 

The attitude of the institution is de- 
cidedly hostile to the making of any writ- 
ten memoranda. . 

It is not convenient for the average 
visitor to carry pens and ink around on 
hig person, even though he be provided 
with paper. The institution grudgingly 
furnishes ink, but, as a snappish young 
female assistant will inform you, the U- 
brary does not keep the public in pens," 
The employees, while not absolutely 
discourtequs, show no disposition what- 
ever to bp accommodating or obliging to 
the patrons. Their attitude is that the 
Public Is only admitted on gufferance. 
The women especially do not work on the 
we strive to please“ principle. 


The newspaper room, though on the 
ground floor, has the gloomy appearance 
of a bassment. Most of the dally papers 
are attached to sloping desks against the 
wall with windows above them, making 
the light fall directly in the face of the 
reader—entirely ignoring all jawg of opu- 
cal hygiene, as is the custom of public 
institutions. The paperg are stationary 
and must be read standing. If one is 
short he can balance on tiptoe. If he 
be tall he might “scooch down,” as the 
old darky said. ) 

The system by which the papers are ar- 
ranged remains a pigs-in-clover proposi- 
tion. However, you will go astray if you 
search ,for their location alphabetically, 
geographically, according to the paper's 
politics. North and south, east and west, 
Alpha and Omega, democrat and republl- 
can may be found side oy side. 

Nor ig there any chromatic scale of ar- 
rangement.

The fullest use of the vast storehouses 
of knowledge and culture that can de 
found in such a wonderful and beneficent 
institution as the Boston Public IAbrary 
hould not Be hampered by trifiing faults 
in management. Its bounties should be 
freely and gladly bestowed. 
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Such an institution is a great educating 
influence In a community and a philan- 
thropic movement in the highest sense. 
Therefore its resources shoulf be a0 easy 
° access to the wiper that they might

proached him as he left the stage after 
conducting a beautiful sacred concert, and 
with frankness and cordiality he granted 
the interview. 

“It is cold here, however; suppose you 
and your friend come with me to the 
hotel, where we may converse at our 
ease.“ he said, and throughout the sub- 
sequent audience; thoughtfulness, frank- 
ness and cordiality were ‘shown to be a 
part of his dispggition. He talked freely 
And so entertainingly in manner and mat- 
ter that his hearers sat almost in si- 
lence, with only an occasonal question 
to direct farther his interesting narrative 
or an answer to questions in which he 


and his interviewer subjects which were 
disposed of as scon as possible in order 
to allow the continuation of his own 
story. 

“You Avould like to hear firat, you say, 
how and why I look up my present work? 
Well, the story ia long, but there are 
some unusual things about it. 
seem strange, but I was forced into the 
band business It was thirteen years ago, 
in March, 1887, that I went to San Fran- 
cisco to fulfill a carnival engagement as 
trombone soloist, and arriving there I 
found that my contract was void. It had 
just been discovered that the man who 
engaged me had been making large 
amounts of money on contracts, and while 
the investigation of his illegal proceed- 
ing pended, all contracts he had made 
were declared vold. The case, I knew, 
would require several months for settle- 
mont and in the meantime I was a long 
way from New York, where my work was 
regular, I remained in San Francisco per- 
haps a week, and several days before my 
departure I attended a banquet, at which 
I sat next to F. Pp. Cornwall, one of the 
wealthiest men in the city, whé owned 
atreet railways, the waterworks systém 
and other large interests, among them 
stock in the exposition which was to occur 
there the following fall. We had never 
met before, but seated thus eating and 
drinking together we became very frien:i- 
ly in our conversation as men will under 
such circumstances, and as luck would 
have it, the subject of music was brought 
up. He told me of his interest in the ap- 
proaching fair and that he wanted a good 
band for the occasion, that he wanted it 
unique and that he was willing to pay 
for it, but had not yet found what he 
wished. We discussed bands in general 
and he drew me out until I began to tell 
him my fleas of what a band should be 
and how it should be conducted. I was 
young then, and I grew enthusiastic in 
the explanation of my theories. He lis- 
tened eagerly and finally interrupted to 
ask why I did not organize a band myself 
and put these theories into practice. I 
told him I had never thought of such a 
thing: that I merely perceived where im- 
provement could be made in the work of 
conductors I had heard, and that I did 
not feel competent to direct such work. 
He asked me then how long before I was 
to return east (this was perhaps Tués- 
day) and I answered Friday. 

“The next morning I received an invi- 
tation to dine with him on Thursday, and 
on reaching his beautiful home, he and 
his wife welcomed me and introduced me 
to two other gentlemen who were invited 
to dine. Mrs. Cornwall was most cordial 
in her reception, but then withdrew, and 
when conversation was started at the ta- 
ble, I found that the other two guests 
were partners with Mr. Cornwall in the 
band scheme, and that the dinner was but 
a band dinner. Mr. Cornwall had told 
them of my ideas and they had deter- 
mined to make me put them into prac- 
tice at their exposition. They argued with 
me from every standpoint, promising to 
bear all expenses, although I assured 
them it would require the expenditure of 
several thousand dollars which might be 
lost, and they would listen to refusal 
from me to undertake the task. You can 
be placed in auch @ position, you know, 
that you must either consent to persua- 
sion or appear exceedingly boorish, and 
at last I consented te the undertaking. 

“TI returned east next morning and went 
about my work, which ingluded now the 
formation of the band. I drew principally 
from New York and Chicago for the nu- 
cleus, and finally began rehearsals with 
twenty-two good musicians. A few

DOES DREAD POSSESS PEOPLE 


The Fear of Disaster in Prices Made 
the People Vote for 
McKinley. 


For The Constitution. 

It used to be accepted as a truth that it 
was “better far to rule by love than 
fear.“ 

I doubt it this holds good in this day 
and time. Mr. McKinley owes hig elec- 
tion more to the fear of the —_ as to 

might bri own upon 
what the powers K ng aint 
precious little love mixed up in the cam- 
palen. The people were overawed by a 
dread of a panic in case McKinley was 


defeated. This dread was just as power- 


| ful in keeping the president in his place 


as would have been the tramp of soldiers 


or the glitter of bayonets. Perhaps there 


| is greater strength in this subtle use of 
| wealth than in the marshaling of troops 
' under the banner of an open usurper. 
The people might be stirred against the 
' troopa to arise and crush them, while the

them passive. Here in the south, at least 
amone farmers, there was a dread of a 
iron in cotton in case of Bryan's election. 
The plain. country folks fully believed 
that the defeat of McKinley meant some 
more years of 6-<cent cotton with all its 
attendant disaster, and so there has been 
very little regret at the result. As it is 
now all these plain farmers fully expect 
to see cotton remain at 10 cents and above. 
It will be good on the farmers to get a 
high price for their stuff, but it is not 
good for a country like this to feel that 
we are in the power of any clique or 
party. No man, nor set of men, should 
have the power to make themselves the 
masters of the prices or the controllers of 
prosperity. 

There were some other dreads engender- 
ed by the trend of Bryanism, and we 
ought to profit by the lesson at least to 
the extent of fully resolving that in the 
ranks of the Simon pure democracy lies 
the hope of this country and our people. 
The people are afraid of departures. So- 
clalism nor the other isms can never find 
a permanent place among our people. A 
trend that starts us into untried grounds 
wil] Jack the elements of confidence to 
hold the people. A good many of us 
tried the third party, but we gave it up 
and learned the wisdom of sticking close 
to the old democratic ship. Perhaps we 
ure the best democrats of any at this 
time. At least we have had a plenty of 
experimenting and as we look upon the 
young men who have about taken the 
place of the old fogies we are filied with 
hope aud confidently expect these young 
men to reinstate the old party and put 
the people where they Will not tremble 
at the stamp of a money lord or the 
threat of a syndicate. 1 look for the next 
demgcratic nominee for president to hail 
from New York. Along with this gentie- 
man from New York will be chosen a 
young man from Georgia. Then the old 
party will regain her old-time prestige 
and this blighting dread among the peopie 
shall have passed away to be known no 
more forever. It is an inspiring scene 
to look upon the present Georgia jegisia- 
ture aow in session. To look upon them 
we are led to believe that an era for the 
young men is upon us. This means the 
passing away of the old prejudices—it 
means the running of government upon a 
high plane of Judgment and not upon 
sentiment. The old sentiments are very 
nice to dream over, but it takes money to 
buy striped candy. We could no more 
eliminate these prejudices and sentiments 
from the acts of old men than we could 
Hy. and so 1 count it as a sign of health 
to see the young men stepping to the 
front and filling the places of responsi- 
bility. 

I think that the day of experimenting 
and of new, departures has about passed. 
Defeat is not always the worst thing that 
could happen to a political party. These 
new departures are very discouraging 
sometimes, especially to old folks, and de- 
feats are sometimes very severe on the 
youthful, but youth is strengthened by 
defeat and the old can find comfort in 
musing over the observations of a long 
life, and in reflecting that all the time 
and in everything there is a fight for 
change, all to be regulated at last in 
God’s own way. Last week I watched the 
sand wagons as they came and went 
around Atlanta. It is mighty common to 
see sand wagons and perhaps there is but 
little in a sand wagon for the most of 
folks to find anything to muse over, but 
they put me to studying as I watched 
them and studied over what a fight it is 
tor anything to hold its place in the 
world, and of how everything seems so 
wonderfully fitted, but there is comfort 
that will come with watching, as we see 
how smoothly nature moves along to re- 
peat over and over the same long fight, 
the same sad struggle or the same bril- 
liant victory. 5 

Every day these sand wagons are mov- 
ing in and out on all the roads leading to 
the city—like ants they seem, so indus- 
tricus and going and coming. The team- 
sters are mighty common looking, but 
they fill their places. They know how to 
wind with the hills and find the flats of 
sand and gravel. It is not an easy thin 
to haul this sand, but there are a plent 
of teamsters and they have their vic- 
tories. I have watched their eyes twinkle 
as they would discover a bed of just such 
sand as they desired and the sweat would 
henge from their brows as they would lift 
it from its low place. Hard work it is to 
lere this sand, but it is sand purified by 
the thumps and tumbies and rains of 
centuries and fills the eoutract. For years 
upon years these little grains of sand 
have been moving down the hills. Beat, 
tumbled, chilled by the cold and scorched 
by the heat, down, down, ull at the very 


purpose., till years upon years cause such 
changes that this same sand is sought out 
and lifted from its lowly bed and carried 
to the hilltops again, made clean by the 
buffets of the elements, it becomes a 
thing of beauty on frescoed walls or 
winding walks among the flowers and 
shrubs. Such sand must fill a place in 
the walks of usefulness, and so the grand 
oid democratic party mut fill a place 

and what may seem a calamity may 
prove a blessing. Made pure by the les- 
son of defeat, we will raise it from its 
lowly place and enthrone it at the na- 
tion's capital and in the hearts of the 
eople, 

Po for me, I am not depressed by the 
defeat of Bryan. There are thousands of 
chances for democracy yet. I think the 
hope is in voune men. They can put old 
prejudices behind them. New York and 
Georgia can furnish a ticket for 194 that

Still, no one knows 
just what China contains, and the pow- 
ers should undoubiedly take advantage 
of the situation and demand a careful 
geological survey of the empire. Such a 
survey would be invaluable to the scien- 
titic and industrial world. 

CHINA'S MINERAL WEALTH. 

Some of the biggest fortunes of the 
next twenty-five years will come from 
the development of China's mines. The 
country is a very cave of Aladdin, which 
needs only the genli gf modern progress 
to display it to mankind. Let me give 
you a faint idea of its possibilities. I 
have gathered information about it from 
all available sources. I find much in 
the Hbrary of the Shanghai Club, which 
has papers on China which are unob- 
tainable. elsewhere, and I have much 
from the mouths of Chinese officials and 
travelers. : 
Some of the best geological work ever 
done out here was by Raphael Pumpelly, 
a Harvard professor, who was employed 


‘ 


by the Chinese government as a mining 
engineer. He spent five years in making 
a tour around the world, and much of this 
time was devoted to China, More recent 
investigations are those of Baron Rich- 
tofen, and lastly of the engineers and 
surveyors of the ~- railroad syndicates 
ment. 0 f „ 

CHINA'S IMMENSE COAL FIELDS. 

First take the two great industrial 
metals, coal and tron. China has one of 
the best labor populations of the globe, 
and in this age of steel, with coal, fron 
and modern machinery, it will be a fac- 
tor in the world's manufactures. Pum- 
pelly says it has the greatest coal flelds 
on earth. There is coal and iron in 
every province, and several of the prov- 
inces are as rich as Pennsylvania in 
these minerals. Not far west of Pekin 


along the frontiers of Chihli, through the 
province of Shansi, and thence down 
through Honan and Hupeh, into another 
vast coal and iron district in Honan on 
the south side of the Yangtse. There 


provinces below the Yangtse Kiang, and 
especially in the province of Yunnan. 
Yunnan is about the size of California. 
It is almost as big as the combined 
areas of Michigan and Wisconsin. It 
lies right on the border of Burmah and 
will be reached by the railroad which ita 
projected from Burmah to China. The 
Yangtse river forms a part of its north-

COAL IN GERMAN CHINA. 
Shantune, which is claimed by the Ger- 
mans, has rich coal fields. The mines de- 
gin within forty or fifty miles of Kian- 
chau bay, and extend through the moun- 
tainoug regions back of it. Our consu! at 
Chefoo recently received a report made 
upon some of them by a foreign engineer. 
He reports a vein of coal four feet thick 
in Shintai county, which he says is for 
sale. It is close to anotner mine which 
is now being operated at a profit. Near 
this same mine there is a bed five feet 
three inches thick, which could be work- 
ed on the shares, and three miles away 
another which hag just been sold or 
31590 to the Germans. One of the mines 
of this region is already turning out 1,000 
tons of coal every day, and another has 
Produced coa! to the amount of $100,000. 
HOW COAL IS MINED. 


There are other regions tn Shantune 
that are much better than this, some of 
which the Chinese huve been working 
for ages. Ya tha mountains just back 
of Kiaochau there are thousands of Chin- 
ese mining coal,’ They work twelve hours 
day for from six to ten cents. The 
mining is pfimitivé.. The coal is due out 
with picks and carried from the mine in 
raw-hide sacdks.on the backs of men. It 
is then put into baskets on whee!barrows, 
from two to fr baskets being fastened 
on the shelves: which jut out on each side 
of the wheel. | 

It is in such barrows, pulled and push- 
ed by men, that the coal is taken to the 
market. Some of the whec%arrows have 
sails. Only little can be carried on a 
barrow, and the freight rates are 80 
heavy that it costs $6 to bring a ton from 
the mines to Kiaochau, a distance of sev- 
enty miles. Coal worth $2.25 a ton at 
the mines sells for $7 a ton a few miles 
away, | 

The Germans are now bullditng a rall- 
road to these mines. The road-bed is al- 
most completed and the cars are on the 
way. As soon as the conditions become 
settled it will de put into operation and 
this coal will have afi outlet to the sea. 
RICH MINES ALONG THE YANGTSE. 

The Yangtse Kiang is one of the most 
wonderful riverg of the wor:d. It is over 
3.000 miles long and it almost bisects 
China. The biggest ocean steamers can 
sail up it into China as far as New York 
is distant from Chicago, and with its 
tributaries it furnishes more than 12,000 
miles of navigable waterways, There are 
vast coal deposits, which could eaally 
be made accessible to the Yangtse 
Kiang. This ita so of the Shanal coal 
beds, which I describe further on. They 
are the greatest in China, and a short 
railway will bring them to the Han river, 
which flows into the Yangtse at Han- 
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kow. The mines of Yunnan are not far 
from the upper Yangtse, and there are 
coal béds all along the Yangtse valley. I 
am told they are to be found near Nan- 
king, Hankow and from Chinkiang to the 


borders of Thibet. 
Mrs. Bishop visited a coal mine in 


Sichuen, on the Yangtse, about 2.000% miles 
back from the sea. She says the seam 
was four feet thick and Was of a hard 
bituminous rature. It was reached ty 4 
tunnel iA feet long, in which was à 
wooden tramway, and the coal was ar- 
ried cut in baskets on wheels. Th: mine 
was worked day and night in shifts of 
twelve hours, the miners being paid 14 
cents a day, with an allowance of three 
meals of rice, The coal costs about 0 
cents a ton in labor, and a short distance 
away from the mines it was selling for 
$1.75 a ton, 
ABANDONED MINES. 

There gre thousands of abandoned mines 
both along the Yangtse and in other parts. 
of China. One of the greatest troubles 18 
water. The Chinese have no good pumps, 
and as soon as the water comes into the 
mines they leave them. Shafts are sel- 
dom puc down more than 200 feet. 

In Shangtung the experiment of trying 
modern punips was attempted, The 
pumps were ordered from England, and 
were brought int) the eoal reglons at 
great cost. They were allowed to lie there 
and rust until thieves had stolen many of 
the parts. ‘Then an engineer was brought 
from Shanghai to put them up, but was 
unable to du 80. 

Tre old American firm of Russell & Co., 
when they owned the steamers on the 
Yangtse, got all thelr coal from Kukiang. 
There was an explosion from fire damp, 
and the Chines thought the devil Had 
got into the mine, and it is shut to this 


day.

Another instance of Chinese supersti- 
tion occurred/in one of the Kaiping mines, 
which lies near Tong Shan on the Tien 
Tsin, Shanhaikwan railway. These mines 
are the greatest in China. They employ 
about 10,000 men, and have an output of 
1,70 tons of coal a day. 1 have visited 
them. and can say that they are up to 
date in their machinery and modern meth- 
oda of working. 7 

The mihea at Kairing are operated. by 
Chinese under foredgn superviaion, Not 
long ago a new mining engineer from 
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The Coal Freight Train of Shan Tung. 
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London was brought to take charge of 
them. He went through ihe mines, and 
Was surprised to find a large block of the 
test coal in the center of one of them. He 
asked why it had not been taken out, and 
was told that it was the home of a Water 
demon. Upon inquiry. he found that the 
former engineer hdd left it partly to 
please the Chinese directors and partly 
because he thought there might be some- 
thing in the theory. 

The new man said: Hang the water 
demon. Let's get out the coal.“ The Chi- 
nese still protested. but as he insis ted. 
they put in a blast and fired it. When 
the wall of coal ‘ell a great stream rush- 
cd in, flooding the mine and shutting up 
access to many chambeta Since then 
the water in that mine has not heen con- 
trolled, although the cosilfest of pumps 
have been purchased. The block of coal 
was in reality a great pipe in which a 
subterranean river flowed through the 
mine. The coal had been cut out about 
it, but the pipe had been left intact until 
the engineer ordered it dynamited. The 
Chinese must have suspected the river. 
At least they looked upon it as holding a 
Ss mon. ’ 

AS GOOD AS PENNSYLVANIA. 

If you will take your map of China and 
look at the province lying west of Chihli. 
bordered on the north by Mongolia and on 
the west by the winding Hoangho, you 
will see the Pennsylvania of the Chinese 
empire. It is the province of Shansi, 
which is said to contain the greatest and 
richest coal area of the gione. It is just 
about as big as IIllnols, and it has four 
times as many people. It ig of much the 
Same shape as Illinois. and like Illinios 
has a great river running about its west- 
ern and southern sides. It containg iron 
and limestone in vast quantities, and in 
thre future it will probably be the greatest 
manufacturing and steel-making section 
of the world. 

This province has been recently visited 
by Noah Drake, of the Imperial Chinese 
University of Lien Tain, He speaks of the 
anthracite area as greatcr than that of 
Pennsylvania and estimates that it con- 
tainssmore than six hundred million tons 
of coal. There is quite as much bitumil- 
nous as anthracite, and the deposita of 
— ne are beyond description won 
dertul. 

Shana! la a mountalnous country with a 
great tableland in ita center rising more 
than o mile above the sea. This table- 
land la made of sandstone, ahale and con- 
glomerate of as many different colors aa 
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the cliffs of the Colorado canon. The top 
of the plateau is covered with a rich loess 
deposit, a bed of clay or dirt from five 
hundred to a thousand feet deep, which is 
gulleyed with water courses. Under the 
dirt there are vast deposits of coal and 
iron, exposed by the water. There is a 
great deal of coal about the edges of the 
plateau and in the mountains. It lies at 
an elevation of about twenty-five hundred 
feet, in ‘horizontal beds, and is to be seen 
wherever the rivers have cut through. 

The anthracite seams are unbroken over 
an area of more than thirteen thousand 
square miles. They are of a thickness 
from twenty-five to fifty feet, and of an 
average of forty feet. The anthracite 
gives from 8 to 10 per cent of ash, and it 
is but slightly impregnated with sulphur. 

The bituminous coal fields of Shans! 
have an area of 12,000 square miles, or as 
great as that of Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut. They lie in the western part of 
the province not far from the Yellow 
river, and are spotted here and there with 
deposits of petroleum or limestone and 
rich iron ore. , 

A CONCESSION WORTH MILLIONS. 

A part of this rich territory has been 
gobbled up by some big capitalists, under 
the name of the Pekin Syndicate. These 
men nave a grant from the emperor and 
have farmed out the development of their 
mines to the Anglo-Italian gayndicate, 
which claims a capital of thirty million 
dollars. 

The concessions of the Pekin syndicate 
include the rights to all the petroleum of 
Shansi and to a large part of its coal and 
iron. Professor Noah Drake says they 
have one bed of coal which contains more 
than three million tong of fine anthracite. 
The bed is twenty-two feet thick on the 
average. They have other deposits which 
are even more valuable, 

Their concessions lie in central and 
southern Shansi and extend over into 
Honan and the mountaindus regions be- 
low the Yellow river, comprising a ter- 
ritory greater than the whole of New 
England and forming perhaps the richest 
coal concession ever made. 

CHINA'S RICH GOLD MINES.

In Yunnan the silver is mixed with lead. 


The province has also tin, zinc and iron. 


Lead is also found in Fukien, opposite the 
Island of Formossa, and in Kwantung, 
not a great distance from Canfon. 
FORTUNES IN COPPER. 

he big dividends now being paid on 
copper mines in the United States may at 
#0 time doe paralleled in China. The 
copper ore is rich, and it is said to exist 
in every province. It is being mined in 
Shensi, whcre the emperor has filed, and 
also in Kweichau, below the Yangtse. 
Yunnan has a white copper which is mix- 
ed with tin, iron, nickel and lead, and it 
has copper mixed with Aver, tin and 
lead. he Yunnan copper mines are now 
worked by native companies, who have 
been paying about a cent a pound royalty 
to the government, and four times that 
amount to the owners of the mines. 

MONEY IN STONBS. 

I know -everal Americans wh 
studying the stones of China with canard 
to the American market. I met a grave- 
stone man from Seattle at Hong Kong 
two weeks ago. He had been traveling 
through the province of Kwanstung look- 
ing up granites and marbles. He told me 
he expected to establish a business in 
Canton for the making and exporting of 
tombstones and fine building stones to the 
United States. He says the granites and 
marbles of China are as fine, if not finer, 
than ours, and that our workmen are not 
so skiliful as the Chinese. He believes he 
can manufacture here ten times as cheap- 
ly as in the United States, and says the 
high freight is nothing in comparison. 

This man its right about the artistic 
ability of the Chinese in stone cutting.

Hunting the Chinchilla. 


Chicago Times-Herald: Killing chinchil- 
la with the aid of dynamite is one of the 
lucrative pasttimes of the South Ameri- 
can Indians which enrich the commerce 
of the world very considerably. aS 

High in the mountains the nimble foot- 
ed chinchilia are caught and killed by 
half savage Indians. Tact and skill are 
needed to lure the cautious little animal 
from its hole in the earth. Originally 


them in their holes by. impalin 
the end of this : ‘spear: 
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trance of the burrows, but the smoke. it 
was found, caused the skin to turn yel- 
low, which seriously depreciated its value. 
Now the more progressive Indians use 
dynamite. 

After locating the chinchilla they form 
a network of grass and hardy plants, 
which is placed around the hill on the 
side, of which the animal digs its hole, A 
dynamite cartridge with a time fuse at- 
tached is then discharged in the center of 
the net, which frightens the chinchilla so 
that they leave their holes gnd scamper 
wildly to and fro about the space meide 
the net. The Indians then dash into the 
arena with clubs and kill them by strik- 
ing them over the head. This is consid- 
ered the easiest and best method of kill- 
ing them, as it does not in any way dam- 
age theeskins, which vary in value from 
$3 to $15 each. When it is considered that

Spaghetti with its staying qualities and 
‘ts capacity for seasoning is essentially 
a cold weather dish, or rather the raw 
material from which many excellent dish- 
es may be made. * 

In this country it is rarely flavored 
sufficiently, and is often too water-soak- 
ed. The best spaghetti, is yellowish in 
co-or and when thoroughly cooked swells 
to three or four times its dry size. A 
mall quantity of the ste should be 
plunged into a large quantity of boiling 
salted water, and merely bianched for five 
or ten minutes, then drained. Prepared. 
in this way it will absorb a great deal 
of good gravy or rich sauce, and add 
considerably to the reputation of any 
cook. 

ITALIAN SPAGHETTI. 

Chop a pound ot bacon very fine. Put 
it into a stew pan with a quart of wa- 
ter, a liberal dash of paprika, a clove of 
garlic, halt a can of tomatoes or a full 
can of the tomato paste to be found in 
any Italian grocery. Simmer for half an 
hour, remcve the clove of garlic, add a 
pint of the blanched spaghetti. Set the 
stew pan on a siow fire or in a moderate 
oven and let it stand till the paste has 
absorbed the gravy. Those who object to 
garlic may use finely chopped onions, but 
n either tomatoes or spaghetti gariic 
may be used with reckless impunity, and 
it gives a delicious flavor which is like 
no other. 

PASTE WITH DRIPPINGS. 

Still another dish is made by using the 
drippings from roast fowl, with the gib- 
lets of same as well as any 
of the bird that ] 
fhe. Boil thoroughly in a 
ter, seasoning with whole 
and a clove of garlic. Then 
blanched spaghetti, and set 
on the back of the 
for an hour.

Return to the 
oven for a few minutes, until the ecgs 
are cooked, and serve hot.

A Device for Sealing Envelopes. 


Chicago Record: A new device for mols- 
tening and sealing envelopes will com- 
mend itself to many people as More clean- 
ly than the method with which everyone 
is familiar. The moistener and sealer 1s 
a central glass tube, proviaed at one end 
with a soft rubber nipple, in which a 
sponge is inserted, and at the other end 
with a hard rubber cap, in which metal 
bearings hold a soft rubber roller. The 
central glass tube contains water, which 
is fed to the spore. In sealing an en- 
velope the sponge is drawn across the 
gum flap, which is thus moistened. The 
device is then turned around and the 
moistened flap is evenly and equarely 
sealed by means of the rubber roller. For 
holding the moistener and sealer when 
not in use a holder is used, composed of 
a soft rubber suction kasse, upon which 
a glass rod is mounted. When the suc- 
tion base is moistened and pressed down 
on the table or desk the air is expelled 
and the holder stands upright. conven- 
lent for use when required.

Later in life he was prime 
minister of England and succeeded the 
duke of York as commander in chief of 
the armies in 1828. Wellington made his 
last speech in parilament in June, 1832, 
passing away in September of that year. 

It cannot be said that England is neg- 
lectful of her heroes, especially the titled 
ones. the career of the late commander 
in chief, Field Marshal Viscount Wolse- 
ley, being a conspicuous case in point. 
Like his great predecessor, Wellington, 
he joined the army and was made an en- 
sign at the age of eighteen, and, like him, 
too, he was Irish born, having first seen 
the light at Golden Bridge house, County 
Dublin, in the year 1833. Unlike Welling- 
ton, however, who passed through all his 
battles with hardly a scratch, Wolseley 
was badly wounded in his first campaign, 
which was in Burma. He was twice

from the unfortunate, procrastinating ex- 
pedition up the Nile for the rescue of Gor- 
don (who might have been saved if more 
rapid marches had been made) he was ad- 
vanced to the rank of viscount. In 1890 he 
Was Appointed general commanding the 
forces in Ireland, in 1S suceeeding the 
old duke of Cambridre as commander in 
chief of tne British army. 

Field Marshal Lod Roberts (Fraler- 
ick Sleigh, Baron Roberts of Kandahar, 
otherwise “‘lAttle Bobs.“ despite his long 
array of titles), who succeeded Wolseley 
as commander of the forces in Ireland 
and now deposes him as supreme com- 
mander in chief, is a year older than the 
latter, having been born in 182. The 
story of his cereer has been too often 
dwelt upon of late to bear repetition, but 
it may be noted that he and Wolseley 
were in India together, were promoted 
with almost equal rapidity and are both 
of tIrish-Saxon lineage. Wellington, 
Wolseley, Roberts, all served in that great 
schoo! for British soldiers—Indla—but in 
addition Wolseley has fought in China, 
Canada and Egypt and, like Roberta, in

But Roger now 
finds that he loves not Bess, but Michelle, 
the Princess d’Orantia, who is forced to 
tarry the incredibly villainous prince of 
Orlamunde. She loves him, too, but the 
course of their true love runs very rough 
indeed through the greater part of the 
book. Bess continues Roger's faithful 
slave, but at the end, the woeful prince 
of Orlamunde having died and also 
Roger’s usurping half-brother, Roger | 
comes again into Ma estate in England 
and marries the princess; and in order to 
do this he sees Bess and throws her over 
in the most direct, unpretentious, ingenu- 
ous, chivalrous and manly manner in the 
warld, I say all this would not do in the 
“Youth's Companion,” nor would thig re- 
proach addressed to Roger by the old 
duchess of Beaumanoir for his good life,

So, after all, the romane of the period- 
ica) for the yqung has escaped its bounds, 
and developed a character which the care- 
ful periodical for the young will none of. 
But “The House of Egremont”. is a boys’ 
story, after all. So, no doubt, are all the 
rest that belong to the same school. This 
is a very good one of its kind. We owe 
Miss Seawell thanks for many things in 
this story—among the rest for keeping 
her hero out of Virginia, where, in view of 
her birth and education, she might have 
had every excuse for taking him. Charles 
Scribner’s Sons are the publishers of 
“The House of Egremont.”

myself then and there to nature, and have

CALDWELL FAMILY. 

The name of Caldwell is an honorable 
one in American annals. No family made 
a brighter record for patriotism and par- 
sotfal bravery during the war of the revo. 
ution and in ploneer times when the 


states were coming into shape on new 


soll. From Rhode Island to Florida and 
as far west as Texas this family és scat- 
tered today, growing out of the parent 
stock described in this article. Stanch de- 
fenders of Presbyt2ianism, they have 
been and are friends of education, influ- 
ential in politics, and useful members of 
society. 

The earliest records of the Caldwell 
family relates to three brother§—John, 
Alexander and Oliver—who were seamen 
on the Mediterranean in the latter part 
of tte fourteenth osntury. under two 
men named Barbarossa. The influence of 
the latter was ended by the governor of 
Aran, after about twenty years, and those 
connected with them scattered over the 
world. The three brothers returned to 
Toulon in France, where they had been 
Lorn, and ecttled near by at Mount Arid. 
Earning the enmity of Frances I of 
France, after his escape from imprison- 
ment, under Charles V of Germany, the 
brothers were again forced to change 
their location. Going to Scotland, they 
purchased near Solway Frith the estate 
of a bishop named Douglass, with the con- 
sent of James I, on condition that the 
said brothers, John, Alexander and Olil- 


ver. late of Mount Arid, shouid have their 


estate known as Caldwell, and when the 


it is seen that the estate took its name 
from a watering port. The cup repre- 
sents a chieftain and twenty mounted 
men, all armed, and a fire burning on 
a hill, over the words “Mount Arid’’ and 
u vessel surrounded by high waves. Jo- 
seph, Jonn Alexander, Daniel, Davig and 
Andrew, of Caldwell, went with Cromwell 
(whose grandmother was Ann of Cauld- 
well) to Ireland, of which he was lord gov- 
ernor. After Cromwell's promotion to the 
protectorate of England they remained 
in hia interest in Ireland until the resto- 
ration. ot Charles II. when John, David 
and Andrew fied to America, Joseph died, 
in Ireland and Daniel continued there, 
but several of their children emigrated 
to America. settling on James River, Va., 
and elsewhere. Another account renders 
it improbable that the last John mea- 
tioned above came to America. Hig son 
John Caldwell (as the name had come to 
be spelled) | 


county, Va. Here they were joined by 
relatives, forming what was known as 
the “Caldwell Settlement for many 


years. — 

John Caldwell was the first justice of 
the peace and his son, William, was the 
firat militia officer commissioned by 
Gecrge II. for that section. He died and 
was buried by the side of his wife in 
1750. Their children, William (1), Thomas 
(2), David (3), Margaret (4), John (5), Rob. 
ert (6) and James (7). Each of these nien 
contributed some things to the early 
Amercan history. James (7) Caldwell, 
D. D., one of the founders of Princeton 
College, was murdered by British soi- 
diers at Elizabethtown, N. J., and his 
dGeacendants received by way of pensions 
clerkships at Washington for many years. 
Two of his sons led in founding the Li- 
becia colonization scheme, and gave nume 
to Caldwell, Liberia. Martha, daughter of 
William (1) Caldwell became the mother 
ot John Caldwell Calhoun, the statesman. 


GENERAL CHAFEE AT PEKIN. 


The Pekin correspondent of The London 
Times relates the following anecdote otf 
General Chaffee at the taking of Pekin: 

ne movements of the Americans were 
watched with no little anxiety bygcertain 
of the allles, who evidentiy feared that 
General Chaifee gas about to seize the 
forbidden city. Tue French, who had ar- 
rived only that morning, were apparently 
anxious to establish their clalms by join- 
ing in the attack. They took mountain 

uns to the top of the wall opposite the 
egations and bean biasing at the ap- 
proaches to the piace where the American 
troops were. General Chaffee rode from 
Chlenmen to where the us were and 

m sixty feet below shouted to the 
rench general and M. Pichon, the 
rench minister: “Stop firing, you are 
illing my men.“ The Frenchmen mis- 
understood the protest of the American 
commander and replied that they were 
firing for the honor of France, Then Gen- 
eral Chaffee protested with increased 
visor and eventually induced the French 
men to desist.’ 

Elisabeth, daughter of William, mar- 
ried Robert Gillam, of South Carolina, 
who was present at the battle of Cow- 
pens and at Ninety-Six. The whole fam- 
ily was distinguished for patriotism dur- 
ing the war of the revolution. Kobert (6) 
Was an early settler in Mercer county, 
where he died in 1806, the father of a 
large family who were an honor to the 
state. One son, John, died while Meuten- 
ant governor; was buried at Frankfort 
and honored with a monument at the pub- 
Uc expense. He gave name to Caldwell 
county, of which he was an early set- 
tler. Samuel, brother of John, was a 
major general in the war of 1812, and the 
first clerk of Logan county court. Both 
were members of the legislature fre- 
quently, as was their brother, Robert, 
who presided in the house 
famous resolutions of 1798 were adopted. 
The latter's daughter, Eliza, became the 
wife of O. H. Browning, Lincoln’s secre- 
tary of the interior. Mary, daughter of 
Robert (6), married General B. C. Pal- 
mer. Five children were born to them. 
The only son, Dr. B. C. Palmer, married 
Eliza, daughter of Ben Hardin, as the 
first wife, and ¢he second was Harriet 
Kees. Had five children. 

I append the sketch of Samuel Cald- 
well, noted above, the son of Robert 
Caldwell, who died in Mercer county, now 
Boyle, and his wife, Mary Logan. Sam- 
uel was born in Charlotte county, Vir- 
ginia, and immigrated to Kentucky in 
1787 with his father's family. Was mar- 
ried to Ann Balch, daughter of Rev. Hege- 
kiah James Balch, a Presbyterian minis- 
ter and one of the framers of the Mech- 
lenburg declaration of independence, 
March 6, 17%. He was in his twenty-sec- 
ond year; she about eighteen. He lived 
and died in Russelivilie, Ky, Was firat 
clerk of the county; served the county 
in the legislature and his country in a 
campaign against the Wabash Indians 
under General James Wilkerson in or 
about 178. He was colonel ef a mounted 
regiment in the war of 1812 and in 1818 a 
brigadier general of mounted troops un- 
der command of Isaac Shelby, governor 
of Kentucky, and General W. H. Harri- 
son at the Marasian town on the Thames 
in upper Canada, and is mentioned in the 
general orders of the time with appro- 
bration on the 6th of October, 1813, as 
may be seen by reference to McAfeo's 
History of the War of 1812." He died 
June 4, 1835, and was buried with mit- 
tary honors at Russellville, June 6, 1886, 
His widow, Anne Caldwell, died October 
16, 1842, at the same place. She had in- 
ecribed upon his tomb: “An honest man 
is the noblest work of God.“ Their daugh- 
ter, Julia Ann Keedy, had engraved on 
the mother's tomb: 

“Why for the virtuous dead 
mourners weep? 
The virtuous never truly die, but sleep.”

Another son, Bernard, 
lived in Brunswick county, Virginia. An- 
other son, Leonard, was clerk of Dinwid- 
die county, Virginia, and married Mar- 
tha Burnet, a daughter of Major Fran- 
cis Burnet. Augustine married a Miss 
Herbert. Nathaniel married a Miss Mar- 
tha Cole. Bernard married a Ravens- 
croft. John West, the father of Mrs.’ 
Henry Fox and gradfather of Mrs. Cap- 
tain Thomas Claiborne, was the son of 
Thomas West; Lord Delaware, who was 
also governor of Virginia and for whom 
the bay and state of Delaware are named 
John West had three sons—one of them 
was named Nathaniel, who married and 
had an only child, who married William 
Dandridge, her name was Unity. One son 
of William Dandridge and hia wife, Unity, 
was the father of Mra. General Washing- 
ton; and another son, Nathanial West 
Dandridge, was the. father of Mrs. Pat- 
rick Henry. The wife of Nathaniel 
West Dandridge was Dollie, ‘the second 
daughter of General Sir Alexander Spotts- 
wood, governor of Virginia. Nate Spotts- 
wood, an elder sister, was the great 
grandmother of General Robert E. Lee. 
My children are deacended from Governor 
John West through both mother and 
father. 

Fourth Generation—Leonard Caiborne, 
son of Captain Thomas Claiborne, mar- 
ried Martha Burnet, and lived in Dinwid- 
die county, Virginia. I know nothing 
of hia descendants, except those deacenu- 
ed from his son, Richard. He had other 
descendants, one of whom, a grandson, 
was named Leonard, Richard married 
Mary Glenn, of Lunenburg County, Vir- 
ginija. Leonard, of Dinwiddie, was a 
kind of a@ectionate relation, ils broth- 
er, Bernard, died, leaving a son and two 
daughters orphans and deatitute, Leonard 
took the children and provided for them; 
the son was a distinguished member of 
congress from Virginia; one of the daugh- 
ters married the Rev. Devereaux Jarratt, 
the most noted Episcopal clefgyman in 
Virginia. The other daughter married 
a Major Phillips, a British officer, who 
took her to Ireland, and she is said to 
have been the mother of the famous Irish 
orator, Phillips. 

Fifth Generation—Richard Claiborne, 


son of Leonard Claiborne, lived on the 
Meherrin river, in Lunenburg county, Vir- 
ginia, and married Mary Glenn, of that 
county. He died in 1776. He had a daugh- 
ter, Mary, who married a Mr. William 
warwick, but left no descendants. His 
eldest son, John, was a revolutionary sol- 
dier; married and had a son and daugh- 
ter, both of whom died young and With- 
out issue. A second son, Richard Henry, 
married a Miss Cook. A third son, 
Leonard, never married, and died an old 
bachelor at Natchez, Miss., about 1811. 
Sixth generation—Richard Henry Clai- 
borne was a soldier in the revolution, 
and was in General Lafayette's command. 
He married Miss Cook, of Lunenburg 
county, Virginia, and moved in early life 
to the county of Halifax, Virginia. He 
had two sons and two daughters. One of 
the daughters married beneath her, and 
her descendants have disappeared, if she 
has any. The other daughter died un- 
married. The eldest son, John, married 
his cousin, a Cook, o. Baltimore, and 
their daughter married a Jennings, of 
Halifax. The other son, Leonard, mar- 
ried Letitia White Clark, a daughter of 
Colonel Willlam Clark, of Pittsy!vania 
county, Virginia, and had twelve chil- 
dren as follows: William, now living, 
who was a colonel of cavairy in the 
confederate war; Richard Henry, 
who died in 186, aged twenty-four.
